Unto this Book this Paper was to be annexed as 
a Poſtfcripe, but Mr. Pen being n bis pomg from Eng- 
land, and the Book yet hing, it was writ out to be given 
bim upon the Account, and no other, but of Conſcience, and 
good Will to him, becauſe it does chiefly concern him (that 
Gentleman baving been turned Quaker ont of (Conſcience, 
( as have been afſwedly informed ) and therefore ſuppoſed 
to bave a tendex one, ſeting be ſuffered for the ſame ſo 
much by bis own Father): Which Paper was delivered in- 
to bis own Hand as appointed, before bis going, but be be- 
ing overcharged with Buſineſs, returned it without reading ;

The PAPER. 


YEEING the former Books of the Quakers did not ap- 
appear ſo heretofore; it is juſt, meet and right, to 
ſay ſomething, with reſpeQ to the latter Books of 
theſe Friends, which come nearer (at leaſt in their 

Language) to the more received Proteſtant Doctrine than 
they uſed, in the main Concern of the Chriſtian Religion. 
They acknowledge the Lord Jeſus Chriſt born of the V. 
zin, and crucifyed by Pilate, as we do: They acknowledge 
one onely true God, for the Object of their Worſhip, Chriſt 
for their onely Saviour, and the Spirit for their Sanctiſier, 
or the great Agent in Mens Converſion, as we do: That 
there are Three that bear Record in Heaven, and that theſe 
Three are one, they ſay as we do. That Chriſt by his Death 
as a Sacrifice for ſin, hath reconciled God to us, (and not 
onely that he reconciles us unto God, as the Socinians teach) 
ſo that upon our Faith and Obedience, according to the 
Covenant of Grace, we obtain Remiſſion of Sin and Sal- 
vation, though W. P. in his Doctrine of Satisfattion and 
Juſtification is but abſtruſe; yet others of them are more 
open, and ſay as we do. We ſay that God's Juſtice is great- 
ly exalted, im that it did require and accept the full and com- 
pleat ſatisfattory Offering, which Chriſt did give of Himſelf 
to offended Fuftice; and that God s Wiſdom an Mercy 7s 
greatly exalted in finding out and affording that mexns, An- 
guis Flagellatus, Se. 10. There are theſe Books came

That in point of Doctrine requires ſome Words: That 
there is in every Man a Light to dircQ him to Life, ig 
the great Thing theſe Friends have ſtood upon.

£xprelled this diverſely, by a Light within, | Chrift within, 
the Spirit, the Life, the Seed, and the like. That God thro' 
Ehbrift, bath placed 4 Principle in every Man, . to inform bin 
of bis Duty, and enabie lim to do it, is the-ancient frit f and. 
ing Teſtimony of the Quaker, ſays H. P. He tells us more- 
over, that thoſe who live up to this Prixcigle of u hatſo- 
ever Religion or Proſeſſion they be, ({o 1 underſtand him) 
they are God's People, and no others. This ſeems to me to 
be honeſtly ſpoken, and worthy a generous Spirit. 

Of this Light I obſerve here that according to WW. P. it 
does not onely inform us of our Duty, (direct to Life, and 
reprove for Sin) but exab/e us to do it, and yet he holds it 
(as. others) to be Zaiverſal, I obſerve again, that as he 
condeſcends to call this Light a Prixciple within, placed in 
us (to uſe his Words) or put in bs, which cannot be fand 
of God (God may be ſaid to be i» ws, but not put or placed 
in us): Se does he (in regard to this informing and enabling 
Virtue) call it Grace, whereia they draw towards our com- 
man Divinity. The Spirit (who is the Author thereof) 
they call it moſt commonly, and ſome of them (as I re- 
member, and: perhaps none of them will gain fay) feg ene- 
ration, which agrees well with this En:6/ing of Il.

From hence it is but very meet for us in our way to 
take Notice, that theſe Friends ſtanding ſo much uporr ir, 
that it is the Lighr,, the Spirit, the Life, in oppoſition 
to External Profeſſion, That it is not Chriſt wit us, 
but within us, Thar is not our coming to Church or Meet- 
ings, our cuſtomary Prayers, and civil Life, without a work 
of God's Spirit upon the Heart to make us new Creatures, 
that muſt ſave us, and thereupon do call us from the Form 
to the Power of Religion, they do no more (unleſs in uſing 
ſome different affected Words) but what all our pious Di- 
vines (eſpecially thoſe called Puritans), have ever done be- 
fore them, and what Chriſt himſelf hath lead them to do 
who hath told us, that net a Man be born again of the Spi. 
rit, (as well as Water) he cannot enter into the Kingdom of 
Heaven. That is, No Regeneration, no Salvation. 
The Zeal and good meaning of theirs then in this Princi 
ple being firſt commended, as fit to be imitsted, I muſt te 
them; that although they may be born with, therefore in 
their confuſed manner of expreſſing it, yet muſt we take 
heed, that we underſtand not as they. ſpeak, without di- 
ſtinguiſhing things (at leaſt in our minds) as they ought 
to be diſtinguiſhed upon mature Judgement.” ' When V. p.

From which Quotation, I would fit down a while, and 
conſult with V. P. about framing his Notion, ſo that it 
might be intelligibly propoſed and maintained, as befitting 
the Goodneſs of God, and that Natural Religion upon Which 
Revealed, is built.

or refuſe the Doing thereof at his Liberty. Let us ſuppoſe: 
this firſt, as part of God's Decree or Determination Concern- 
ing Man; for we muſt conceive of God's Decree as we can, 
(though it is but one pure ſingle ack altogether in him, thad 
is his ill, or Himſelf willig theſe things) and then let us

be happy if he will, in Obeying the law of his Nature, or 
deſtroy himſelf by Diſobedience ; he does then conſider ( 
ſay, 'Reverently ſpeaking of him after our humane manner) 
which is beſt tor Man, and his own glory, that the felicity 
of this Creature ſhall be obtained in a way of Merit, or in 
a way of Grace.

The way of Works is by Mans Performance of the law of 
his Creation, or law of Armocency ; which, if he performed, 
his reward hs be — — of Debt : The way of 
Grace is according to t through the Redemption 
of the world by. Cheiſt from that Law, ſo as we ſhall not 
be Judged by it; and by the performing the termes of the 
New Law, a remedying law purchaſed by that Redemption, 
to wit, that upon our Faith and Repentance, and New Obe- 
dience, notwithſtanding our Sins, we ſhall be Saved. Of 
theſe Two Wayes he ines on the laſt,” as that which 
tends moſt to our Security, and his Glory, in that 1 
only is concerned in the but in the latter, his Hi 
and Goodneſs (or Mercy) alſo.

Thus. much premiſed concerning this Principle of theſe 
Friends: I come to the thing ariſ ——___—_ x.

P. is in good earneſt when he 
ſpeaks thus, that this Light within is mo Created thing, but 
the life of the Word which was with God, and is God. He 
ſpeaks it not by the by, but as their conſtant ſetled Judge- 
ment. From hence then it follows, that whenſoever any 
of theſe good Men that are Speakers among them, do ſpeak 
from this Ligit, it muſt be believed by themſelves, and 
received of others, no otherwiſe than if it were ſpoken 
from Chriſt's own Mouth, becauſe this Light within is 
(with them) Chriſt himſelf. it is »o Created thing ( lays 
W. P.) as Mas is. He adds, or, any thing that is requi- 
te to the Compoſition of Man, in which Words fome Cavil 
may be found by a future Vindicator; and therefore I ſay 
for prevention, Whether there be thoſe xoivay Eauz;, Com- 
munes Notitie, Common Notices or Notions, Innate Princi- 
ples or Ideas, imprinted on the Intellect, that are therewith 
born in us, from which we may by reaſon within our 
Breaſls collect ſuch Knowledge of God and our Duty, as 
is neceſſary to Salvation (unto which Opinion the Apoſtle 
gives lus Suffrage, when he tells of the Heathen, that they 
have the. Law written in their | Heart; to wit, the Remains 
ſoce the Fall, of that writing that was in Adams]: Or whe- 
ther there is nothing born with us but. a Xnowing Faculty, 
and upon the Preſentment of Objects to the Mind and 
Thoughts by the Senſes, that is, by the outward teaching of 
the Ears and Eyes, hearing or Reading, it does exert it ſelf 
into this ad ual Knowledge, which if we faithfully practiſe, 
ſo as to live up to our Reaſon. (age Einriz; with 
Juſtin Martyr) we may be taved; 1 commit to the Conſi- 
de ration of ſuch as will conſ:der, but whether one or the 
other, I muſt anſwer. If the /aft be true, M . muſt grant 
K a Created Thing, for the Intellect and Senſes go into Mans 

D Com- 
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Compoſition: If the rf, then though it is a thing not ne- 
ceflary to a Man's Compaſition — to his Sabffance, 
yet is it a Created thing, a Created Accident of the Intel- 
lectual Nature in Man. But let it be one, or the other, 
or neither, N. P. muſt hold it is 2 Created thing without 
the Shuffle of any Words to blend it, if he makes it good, 
and ſtands to it, that it is Chriff himſelf. And here of hat 
Concerament and dangerous Confequence fuch a. Beliet in 
many raw People is like to prove, fo ſagacious a Perſon as 
V. P. need not to be told er put in mind: But when he fees 
how ſuch a Tenent does neceſſarily tend to ſuch a Belief, 
methinks he ſhould be afraid of it. And that, if it were 
onely for this Conſequence, that it puts theſe Friends upon 
the Vindication of every thing once affirmed, or already 
written by G6. F. or any ſuch as they have accounted” Pil. 
lars, though but unwarily delivered, and which they there ; 
fore do vindicate to their great Trouble, and Loſs both of 
Time, and Ground by it. alas! There is no Man that hath 
writ, much, but ſays ſomething (as Anguſſ ine did) that would, 
make the Rerratiation more praiſe worthy. Beſides, there 
are ſome Sayings paſs/ the Pens of theſe Friexds, which if 
they may be excuſed, they muſt not be defended :- For in- 
Nance, that Saying in Reference to their Doctrine of Per. 
fedtinn, ſaid by E. B. that God accepts not any, when there is 
any Failing, which though G. V. ſays ſomething to, to pal- 
hate it, there is nothing (beſides a due Scriptural, not [ro- 
nical Acknowledgement by this grave Perfon G. V. himſelf, 
that we are accepted in Chrift the Beloved, and not ont of 
him) to have been ſaid to it, or to be ſaid to it, but God 
forbid. I mention this on purpoſe, becauſe herein it is ap- 
pzehended there does he the moſt dangerous point of the 
Snakers Religion. | | 

We read of Aleſes, what Revelation he had of God a. 
bove

bove any Prophet, who could go to him in any hard Cafe 
of the People, and be reſolved. If this be fo now, as theſe 
Friends preſume of their Light, they may be refolved, even 
as eaſily as Moſes. They need onely propoſe their Cafe 
to the Congregation, and if any of them do fpeak (who 
unleſs they are moved by the Light within, offer ſtr 
fire, and muſt be ſſlent) they may be ſatisfied! about jt 
thereby, as ſpoken from God. 

This therefore that I cannot conſent to in theſe Friends 
is, that they hold and maintain in Effect an [mmediate Re- 
velarion from God in what they fpeak, even no ſeſs is- 
fallible than what was ſpoken, and is writ by the Prophets 
and Apoſtles, for what they fpeak they account is from 
that Light 'which is chr: But I for my part do believe 
that none of their Preachers, nor ours, nor any ſince the 
Apoftles days are inſpired, but only Mediately ( Meuliante 
intellettu & ratione noffra) by the uſe of Reafos, in ſtudying 
of, and teaching according to, that Light. Not but I know 
that Reaton may be exercrfed upon the ſudden, though 
better with time. The Man that fpeaks an hour or fo ex 
tempore without premeditation, his Diſcourſe cannot be fo 
Methodical, and rarely ſo ſolid, as what hath been delibe- 
rately compoſed, and ſo fpaken. Vet am I ſenfible alfo 
that a Word, or Speech, tpoken on the Occaſion about a 
Matter that affects a Mans heart, ſo as to raiſe a preſent 
Notion in his Underſtanding, enabling him to ſpeak ſome- 
what to that matter; and thereupon he ſpeaks from the 
heart, out of a preſent ſtrong Perſwaſton and Warmth a- 
bout it, fuch a Word ſuper rotas ſus, being upon its Wheels 
as it were, does, and muſt needs move and charm the Au- 
ditors much rather than any ſet Speech: And for as much 
as this is the Uſe and Practiſe of theſe Friends ( confidering 
withall the Account, and their Belief, upon which W 
D 2 0 
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do it) it is no wonder that the People are taken with their 
Sermons, when they are not moved with thoſe which are 
writ and read out of a Book, which many of our pub- 
lick Preachers chuſe to do. This I think is indeed fo, but 
this is got the thing in Queſtion: The thing in Qeſtion, 
is, whether that which is ſpoken be from the Inſpiration of 
God? There is therefore an Objective and Subjettive Reve- 
lation. I do belive the Revelation which the holy Pen 
Men of the Scriptures had, was Osjective, fo that the ve- 
ry things or Doctrine they delivered, was by immediate In- 
ſpiration, and aroſe not from their own Thoughts or Rea- 
foniog: But I think not that any have that Revelation now. 
There is a Light withiz in the DiQtates of right Reaſon and 
Conſcience; and there is the Light of the Scriptures, I do 
.conceive now that the honeſt Preacher does ſtudy or con- 
ſult the Light of both; that is, read the Scriptures, and imply 
their Reaſon, and that the Inſpiration of the holy Spirit there» 
upon is. onely Subjeftiue , to wit, nothing elſe but his help 
or aſſiſtance of Mens Underſtandings in finding out the Truth 
accordingly , and theo inclining their hearts ro embrace the 
ſame themſelves, and faithfully to Preach it to others. 
The late Quakers in their Defence againſt the Norfolk Mi- 
zifters this Year 99, declare (p. 4.) that they do not plead 
for any Doctrine but what Chriſt and his Apoſtles taught, 
and that they do not account any of their Books equal with 
the Bible, but prefer it before all Writings: So that it is not 
an Equality of any Writings with theirs (that is of the Pro- 
phets and Apoſiles) But a meaſure of the ſame Spirit of Re- 
welation which they had ( ſay they ) we contend for. This 
is. modeſtly ſpoken, and it is honeſt in me to note it: But 
yet are they even in this, miſtaken, and dangerouſly miſ- 
taten; for hereby they muſt ſtill preſume to be infalibly 
guided. *Tis. true, that every regenerate Man among their 
Preachs 
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Preachers, as ours, have the Operation of the ſame Spirit on 
their hearts as the Apoſtles bad; yet none of them, nor 
ours, have any meaſure of the ſame Spirit of Revelation which 
they had; tor the Revelation they had was Extraordinary, 
of another Xind, whereof we have no Degree nor Meaſure. 
If we had the leaſt meaſare of the kind, we muſt have the 
kind, and then mult we be infallibly guided (I ſay) as the 
Apoſtles ; which none of our Miniſters ever preſume to ſay, 
though theirs do: We have our Degrees of that Aſſiſtance 
or Revelation of Gods Spirit which is Ordiaxry, and that 
none have other, it appears in this, that according to the 
Parts and Abilities of the Preachers, among them as a 

us, one does excell another, which could not be if the Re- 
velat ian was Extraordinary, And this may be a Conviction 
to any of them that are but uncaptivated to obſerve what 
they find uſual, and will confeſs it. Here then is the thing 
that requires warning, that when they are poſſeſſed of a 
Doctrine or Duty in their minds, as agreeable. to their 
Light, they do not preſently account it ſuch a Revelation 
of the Spirit ( or of Chriſt ) within as thoſe were, which 
the Apoſtles had, and thoſe Prophets in their day, whom 
St. Pax! Admoniſhes thus: Let the Prophets ſpeak two or 
three, and let the others judg. If any thing be Revealed to 
another that fitteth by, let the firſt bold, his peace. Thele were 
Gifts | apprehend peculiar to them; and if theſe Friends 
think otherwiſe, and that theirs is the ſame, we expect that 
they ſhould ſhew it us by ſome Miracle (as their Preaching 
then with 7oxgaes was) or elſe that they take it not amiis 
upon What is ſaid, that we look on it only as their Ima- 
ginations, ſpeaking it both ſenſibly, and with due reſpet 
to them. For Oh alas! How Happy, how Holy, Regene- 
rate, Perfect, Bleſſed, does Imagination make many Perſons, 
that yet are in their Lives, in their Dealings, nay in ſome 
of their own Hearts no better than others! The Lord be 
mer- 
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merciful to ſuch Men, and remove Pride from them, that 
may elſe undo them; for when corrupt Nature above any 
thing does hate Grace, yet it is apt to be proud of it, 
- when yet there is in the Soul even no more but the con- 
ceit of it. | 

One thing more muſt be brought into Remembrance 
(thoogh ia rhe Book) that requires warning alſo; which 
is this, that when theſe Friends are for a Light Univer- 
fal to all Mankind, and the Heathen have no other but 
this within to attend altogether ra, we are to take hced of 
the davger into which the Quater is apt to fall, in regard 
to fuch who ere Chriſtians, aud have moreover the Guide 
of God's Werd. That there is a Light within, even in all, 
and an Aneinting in ſuch as follow it, it is to be acknow- 
ledged: but if any of theſe Frie#ds ſuppoſe that Light alone 
or pure Spirit (as ſome of them, as to this ſenſe have ſpoke) 
is to be attended, for their full Iuſtruct ion in all things which 
they are to believe and prattiſe in order to their Salvation, 
they are manifeſily out of the road of other Chriſtians, who 
take not up their Religion ſo, but (as they ought ) from the 
Holy Scriptures, ard the ourward teaching they have by 
them, and are afraid of Entha/raſm. Under the 0% t eſta» 
ment they had Ates and the Prophers, by whom God af fur- 
dry times and im diverſe manuers ſpake a the Fathers, wha 
nov hath ſpoken to us by bis Son. That which the 50n bee 
gan to ſpeak is confirmed to us by thoſe that heard bim, and 
what his Apoſtles ddivered from him, God hath wyrneſſed 
to be true with Signs and Wonders, and diverſe Moraclet. 
Upon this Account the Apoſtles are called the Light 
of the World, and inthe fame ſenſe, as Chriit calls himſelſ io, 
in theſe words, So long as J am in the World, I am the Light 
of the World ; their Doctrine being that unto which rhe 
World is to conform, and that is the Chriſtian Rule ot Faith 
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and Life, and therefore called the Goſpel of the Kingdom, and 
the Power of God to the Sabvation of the Believer. To this 
purpoſe thoſe that Chriſt prayed for to be converted, when 
he prayed for the Apoſtles, he deſcribes by fuch as ſhould 
believe throwgh their Word, that is, believe in his Name up- 
on their preaching Him. And how can they believe in. Him, 
of whom they have net heard > How' ſhall they bear without a 
Preacher > Faith cometh by hearing, and Hearing by the Word 
of Grd. I queſtion not a Light within, nor the Spirits work 
on ſuch as have not the Seripture, through or by that Ligbs, 
bur as ro ſuch as have them, that the Spirit does operate 
on them by the Word and outward teaching, and that ſuch 
are not to expect to be eſſectually wrought upon, conver- 
ted and ſaved, whe negleQ the fame; 1 hope theſe Friends. 
ow” conſtant Preaching, and Practiſe, does render as um 
queiſl:onal'le with them ao. 10 | 
come now to the other thing in the point of Prac- 
tiſe as to theſe Friends, wherein alſo I conſent not with 
them, but muſt from that Light which is i Me, bear my 
Teſtimony againſt it. It is the laying aſide the uſe of the 
Sacraments, which ſhews verily, that there was at the 
firſt riſing of the Quakers ſome or other among them un- 
diſcerned to the Body, that though they profeſſed Chri/th- 
anity, they did believe no other but Natural Religion, and 
ſought in oppoſition to the Miniſtry to propogate it. It 
is true, Natural Religion is to be maintained as the Form- 
dation of our believing any at all; and as it is advanced 
in the firſt Principle of the Quakers, it is cited, improved, 
and cordially propugned by him that wrote the Book 
mentioned (Whether printed yet, or to be printed): But the 
going about to ſet it up in oppoſrrion to the received Joſ- 
pel of Jeſus Chriſt, it was fo unagrerable to the publiek 
Guſt, and eſpecially of thoſe that profeſſed Holipeſs, rhat 
Ic 
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it was not the Invention and Uſe of ſome ſuch fair Words, 
as Redemption from Sin, and Chriſt within, though 
concordant with Scripture, could ſubvert the impreſſed Be- 
lief of a Chriſt Bora at Bethlehem, and Crucifyed at Je- 
ruſalem, and our Redemption from Hel: So tbat tle 
Deſiga being but private, it is (God bethanked) in 
every thing elſe that may do hurt, at leaſt very near, 
quite ſhrunck, by their followers. I except this matter 
only, for. how indeed could it be, it ſuch a De. 
ſign was not the Original, that when Go and Di 
ciple all Nations, Baptizing. them, and do this in remem- 
brance of me, are Commandments from the Mouth of 
Jeſus Chriſt (only Poſitive, and not the Commands of 
Nature, the Religion whereof, I fay they thought . of 
Propapating) there thould any Chriſtians, truly pious, come 
to the diſuſe of them, and then uphold that diſuſe, be- 
cauſe they have diſuſed them; that is, continue this Tare 
in their practiſe, which ſome ſuch unſeen Men did in the 
Heginmiag ſow among their good Wheat, and they let it 
grow multakingly, tor fear leaſt in pulling up this one Tare 
they {hould root up tlie mbale Seit.
